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PiiEFACE 

I OOLUBCTBD the material for tbe editioh of tliia small 
treatiae witi^i the view of gaining some insight into 
the truth regarding the traditloii of the E&nica of 
Plntarc^ ie, the first twenty-one treatases in the so- 
called Corpus Phnudeum of the Moralia. A general 
statement of the facts then known to me about the 
Ethim will be found in the Jcnimal of Fhihlogy^ vol. xxi. 
p. 1. At thiiL time i had no cullations except those 
of Coll. Nov. in a few treatises. Treu a studies {Zur 
Gesdikhis der Ue.herUcferung ran PliUarcKs Moralien) 
remain the nioBt iTiPtructivo work on the subject. I 
liave .HgHiit to thank Mr. Treu on this occasion for 
Bending me copies of Kontos' collations of the Paris 
MSS. and his own collation of Vindob. Ph. Gr. 73. 

As, from what I can learn, Bernardakis' editio tmjor 
is likely to be somewhat long in appearing, I think it 
best to pubUsh my edition, and thus give scholars the 
^material for forming a judgment regarding the tradition 
of one treatise at least.

The conations are all with Beishe's edition, except 
those of Harl. (with Wyttenhach), and of Yind. (with 
Dnlnier). 

In discussing the mss. I will begin with those which 
may certainly be excluded from consideration, except in 
so far as they contain corrections or conjectures of value.

called V I. ; but I have thought it better not to carry eat the 
correction, as it would involve the risk of mistakes. 
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SkoBstiAaam 45, jfmiranaiMM 195 inf., PmritSsm 2076, 
and the Aldine edition. 

Codex Eiccardianus 45 is, as Treu has demonstarated 
(Zw Geschichte der Ueherliefernvo ron FhUanh's MoraUent 
vL p, 5 f.^ a copy of Vindob. 73. 

I have a collation of the Biccardianus in ch. x. of this 
treatise only, but this is enough to show that Ambr. 
195 inf. is here copied from Bioc. P. 367, 3, cx<'t om. 
Bice Ambr.; ib» 6, Kal om. Bice. Ambr. ; tb, 13^ Yind. 
has Si^vtus, the fint band d Bioc bad written thus, 
but the second band has corrocfced to ttaivvSs, Ambr. 
has iouwXt; t&. 15 and 21, Bice bas tbe mistakes 
vpommtn and /urw^thfvwvi, and tbey are reproduced 
in Ambr. Therefore, apart from any value tbe correo- 
tiona of the seccmd hand of Bice., which Ambr. repro* 
duces, may have, Ambr. is worthless for this treatise, 
and I only dte its first band where it differs from Yind. 
In one place at least, the exclusion of the mtl's, 359, 
10, the cofrrector bas improved tbe texbi 

Codex Perisinus 2076 (G.), a MB. to which Bemar- 
dalds attaches some importance in the case of otiior 
treatises, is in this treatise either directly or indirectly 
a copy uf Ambr. 19a. The copy was made after Llic 
Ambrosian liad been corrected by what Dr, Graeven 
c<alls the third hand, and what I call Ambr. 3 in the 
apparatus criticus; «.^.G.has tSoi t4s,355,8, and TdppLxov, 
366, 1, where Ambr. 3 has added t ; but G. does not con- 
tain tlie supplements of the second hand, e.g. 356, 15, it 
has (it is t rue only as a marginal correction) yaXaKTiKal, 
which Aui])r. 2 has corrected. It therefore seems that 
what jDr. Giueven calls the second hand of Ambr. is 
later than his third hand. G. has in this treatise one 
correct reading not contained in the Ambrosian, but 
found also in Ym., ie. tvwn fw Icrr* (355^ 12). 
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This seems to be a conjecture of the scribe's. It also 
has a few scholia, e.g. to dfA<ftop€vs, OU p. 365, 25, to 

6vofia(6fi€i'OV fieyapLKvv. 

Another transcript of the Ambrosian is the New- 
College MS., of which Wyttenbach had a collation. See 
Jovmal 0/ Fhilologyj xxi. p. 1. 

It is a remarkable fact, and one that thro^ light 
upon the extreme complexity of the tradition of the 
Moralist} that in Ambr., which is a transcript of Kicc, 
and again in G., whidi is here a transcript of Ambr., 
the oidw of the treatues is quite dififeront. Bico. 
contains 1-4, 6, 9, 10, 5, 7, 8, 11, 12, 14^ 17-19. 
Ambniee oontains 1-6, 56, 7-15, 17-19, 16, 20, 21. It 
will be obflerred that these last, 16, 20, 21, are not in 
Biee. at all, and that the onlj series oommon to Ambr. 
and Bioc are 1-4, 7-8, 11-12, 17-19. Our treatise is 17. 
PosaiUy only 17-19 in Ambr. are copied from Bice., 
and the other treatises have a diffiarent source. This 
remains to be determined. G. contains nothing that is 
not in Ambr., but misses out a feir treatises, and its 
order is quite arbitrary. 

Ambr. is the codex from which Ducas edited pert 
ol the Aldine, including this treatise (Treu, Und. p. 22% 
and all the variants of the Aldine from Ambr., except 
a change in the order of words, p. 356, 11, are due to 
his corrections. He corrected either from Vlll. or from 
a similar MS. (See 356, 8; 359, 18; 361, 10; 364, 9; 
and 307, 19.) 

i>., rx/i., Uie Coirpus Plamdemn, and HarL, C, 

If we take the passages where the united tradition of 
D. Vm. is supported by one at least, and at variance 
with three at least, of the other manuscripts (counting 
the Coq)U8 Planiideum as one M.S.), we find it sup 
•ported twenty-one times by the Corpus Planudeum, 
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thirteen thnea hj C.» twelve timee by Harl., four times 
by Barb., five times by Vii., thrice by Vi., and twice by 
Vind. In the cases, twelve in number, in wbich V m. 
end D. are on dilforent sides, and each has support, 
Vin. is ten timsB supported by the Corpus (the two 
exceptions are 358, 24 — ovv I)., Coi p., yovv Viii. et rell, 
and 3G4, 11 — om. eV Yiii., C, Barb., iLtiL, habent D. et 
rell. As tV is required to uiake a verse scan, this may 
quite well be an independent correction of D.'s). We 
thus find a distinct approximation of D., Viii. to the 
tradition of the Corpus and to that of Harl., C, and a 
still 11101 e marked approximation of V iii. to the tradition 
of the Corpus and we have to ask : (I) AMiat is the 
value of D., Viii. when they depart from the Corpus ? 
(2) What is the value of D. when it departs from ViiT. 1 

(1) We will first take the cases in which D., Vm. are 
at variance with the Corpus and at one with Harl., C. 

359, 13. — Here the ^ for apa, which we find in 
Harl. and in C. (as a yaiiant)^ is an obvious inter- 
polation, introduced by some one who did not see that 
the passage was a quotation from a comic poet. It is 
to be noticed that another interpolation, oAAov after 
rlva in the preceding lin<^ found in Hart, C, is accepted 
by D. alone and rejected by Vul 

359y 18-19. — This is one of the most important 
passages for the value of the mbs. The reading of 
Vind., Yi., y IL, Barb., Corp. is /ufrc <$pcv (ita Vind. «$pc 
y L Oovp., ififity YlL Barb.) /tkv, ^lyo-tv 'AAxaSbs 
ywcMta, The reading of C, Harl.,D.,y m. is /ki$tc Avfya, 
4^«)(rsv^ AAkaSos Sitat^vyuv fi^e yvvaiKa (G. has however 
Itat^vyciK <^ 6 'A.). It is dear that one of these 
readings cannot have been derived from the other by 
any nomial. process of texte(Hrruption, and that, con- 
sequently, the second is a most unblushing interpolation. 
The restoration of the fragment of Alcaeus is a difficult 
task. In €vpnf (uv I fancy €wf>palvuv must lurk, and, 
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if 80, yvyviiea is oonmptb Dr. Beehtel suggests to me 
6vivdyai for Twatica — brightly, as I tldiik. 

359, 17. — yap, which is neoeesary, is foumd only in 
D., Yui., C, Harl, "Btab, That Barh. has it decides 

the question as to its genuineness, but D., Vlii. probably 
got it from the source from which they derived their 
interpolations in the next line. 

These are the only certain instances in which D., Vll., 
Harl., C. are opposed to the Corpus and other MSS., but 
as I do not place much reliance on the collation of C. 
which I use, I append here those instances in which D., 
Virr. coincide with Harl. and are opposed to the Corpus 
ami sLurmngly to C. also. They are (1) a^at/^tiTat for 
ixifyfipypaL, 364, 7 j (2) the 6, 365, 3 ; (3) rc/ai- 
4>(pofM€Viov, 366, 3. Of these (1) is certainly an 
interpolated reading, due to some one who did not 
understand that d^/Mjrat is middle. In (3) I have 
ventiu-ed to print vapaifapofiiviov. Its sense I undw* 
stand to be ' brought to the table <^ the god.' It is a 
word quite applicable to ^vtrtoixaraf and if any one 
thinks it is not applicable to I/Aarta, let him change 
Iftarimv to mvoKttv* On grounds of style^ if on no 
other g^nmnds, we require some antithesis to tiie jar of 
wine, the baaket of figs, and the salt fish, the simpler 
fare of the older feast. Of comne any one who objects 
to wpa/^ has a strong case, as the ir«|iamayhe an echo 
of ««t^<^aTat immediately alxnr& 

Fnm these instances it seems apparent that D., YiiL, 
have drawn from a vitiated source also open to HarL 
and C, but closed to all our other Hsa. 

They have also drawn from another contaminated 
source or souroee, closed to Harl. and G. and to all other

These 
readings are irreconcilable ; that rtvwv n's should have 
fallen out is most unlikely, Bernarclakis' view is, I 
conjecture, that it clid so, and that n'? was then 
interpolated at the end of the sentence ; for he prints 
the Ttvtav tU of D., VllT On the other hand it is 
most probable that the common source of D.. Vrii. 
omitted rt's and subsequently added it in the margin, 
and that a reader, whose eye "vras caught by it, suggested 
riviav as a correction; for the words that follow are

365, 15-16. — There can be no doubt, to my mind, 
that D., y III. interpolate here. koI tuv firf irkov<ri(av bad 
&Uen out owing to the homoioteleuton, and as the k«U 
Ttt»v vkoiwtmVf which thm lemained, made nonsense 
tbcy put in a fi^ between /cat and t«i^, Mr. Bemap- 
dalds iviU, I lanoy, avow that bis roeonstraction ol tbe 
tezt^ KoX tQv fi^ irXowrttiv Kai rwv rXamrtuVf does 
Tiolenoe to style and probability. We have to snpposoy 
if we accept lus restomtioD, that^ in tiie (Hfiginal of all 
the otber hbs., wX tvv /i^ irXawrli»v bad fallen ottti ue, 
tbat tbe scribe's eye bad skipped fnm one koI rQv to 
anotber. It is soiely more probable tbat it skipped 
bom one vXow£uv to anodier. As to tbe matter id 
styl^ I will leave others to judge. 

366, 25 and 26.— D., Ym. bave ols Ut xSurw ifk- 
vofAirvUtv 067^, wbicb is absent from the other MSB., 
in the original of which, if we accept it, we must 
suppose there was a line missed out ; for the sentence 
is not likely to have fallen out for other reasons. It 
seems to mo that the meaning of the sentence is clear 
enough m it aiands : * Such is the happiness that wealth 
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has, a tiappinms eitiier belonging only to spectatom and 
witnesses or non-existeiit.* o& 6ci murtv c/iTro/Mn&^y 
<aMv, * in all of whom wealtli must take pridoi' is a 
marginal addition by seme one -who did not quite catdi 

the point. It has disturbed the grammar and neorasi- 
tated D.'s further interpolation of (trrtv for o3<roi'. The 
iraaiv of D., Vlll. is so foolisii tiiat I scarcely liunk 
Plutarch can have written it. 

The next sentence begins in the other JISS. with 
ofioivv ye, which makes no sense. D., Viii. have clAA' 
o^X ofjLoiov ye. Now that ou^ should have fallen out 
is very improbable, whereas it is highly probable that 
it was added to eoniplf i r the poTise. If one understands 
the preceding sentence rightly, and would connect it 
with what follows, my correction, oiKelov for o/xoioi', is 
almost forced upon one. I have accepted D., YllL's 
dAXa, but I somewhat doubt its genuineness. The 
whole of this last chapter is a mere absteact of good 
points to be made. 

367, 19-22. — ^This psssage is of crucial value for 
the tradition. In considering it we must first observe 
the certain fact that the sequence of the clauses has 
been disturbed by the false reading vdvra vdvTOt which 
has caused tibe first vwra to be taken with fxn/t^w^ 
rSovm, thus making wmxaavs be governed by iXX&r* 
^owri, and leaving r^t tt^ktKw to look after itself. The 
reading of the words before r&f K6Xuta$ in Vind., Yl, 
Vn., Barb. kr&¥Tf k6x^ Ymi., koI 

rell.) mpunmvrai. The reading of tilie Corpus and C. 
is rwv TC Xvxymv Ixonw* icat mptKnmvrai, No sense 
can be made of either one or other of these readings. 
Some ma* omitted either or or i^wTtu, and 
IdEt a lacuna in its place. Some one else, at haphaiaid, 
conjectured Kotowt for koI, and we have in HiarL both 
the original script and the conjecture. D. and Ym., 
atarting from the ^xami of the Corpus and C, give us 
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TMV TC Av;(va>v dvT«;(ovTai Kai TrcpunroS vrai vcpl 
irvAtfcas, ' They hold on to the lamps and are distracted 
about the caps.' It is quite probable that my own 
roBtoratioii, ri^v re A. a* B^kox mfwnrwvrai, Hhe lampa 
are taken out of their covers,' is not right. I equally 
aateem the tradition of the Corpus, which rather points 
to ul teSyxat for oL B^Kai, but that I>«, Vm. here inter- 
polate and produce a Bcmse woree than nonseaue ia, I 
tiling certain. 

In several other eases— 361, 6; d62» 4, 24; 363, 15 
(see below, p. ziv); 366, 9; and 367, 7 — ^I have , gone 
with the other Hss. latiier than with D., V ni., betantse 
I think their readings are possibly interpolated; but 
my judgment in these eases is open. 

There remain a certain numbw of cases — 355, 13; 
864, 12 ; 867, 10, 12,— where their readings are obvi- 
ously right, and only two — 361, 10 and 362, 17 — where 
their readings are obrioua mistakes. It is evident that 
their archetype was a very carefully written MB. 

My condnsion is that the archetype of D. and Vlll. 
was a MS. very carefully reproducing a tradition akin 
to and perhaps more faitlifai than that of the Corpus 
PlanudeunK Ijut adopting certiiin corrections or inter- 
polations partly derived from a source open to C. and 
Harl., and partly from a source unknown to us. 

There are no instances in this treatise in which D., 
Yiii. unite with other MSS. against the Corpus and 
against both C. and Harl. 

(2) We have considered the archetype of D., Vrii, in 
its relations to the other MSS. We have now to 
consider the relation of Viii. to D. Out of twelve 
instances in which Viil. and D, differ, and are both 
supported by other mss., Viii. has the Corpus (or mss. 
of the Corpus) on its side in ten, D. has C. on its odd 
in seven, and Harl. in seven. But aesHmmus, non 
mfmerenm. Then are certainly two instances— ^lAAoy^ 
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359, 12, and x/>i-"o-«^?. 367, 13 — ^where D. agrees with C, 
Harl. alone in obvious interpolation. The omission of 
^€v (362, 19), which apparently it shares with HarL 
alone, is evidently also a delilierfite one. In one of the 
other instances in which D. agrees with C. and Harl., or 
with Harl. or C, and in which Virr. goes with the 
Corpus {i.e. 355, 8 ; 359, 9 ; 363, 21), can he character- 
ised as interpolations, but it may be doubted if D. 
received them by strict tradition. 

The conclusion the facts point to is that D. haa a 
greater tendency than Viii. to accept the corrections or 
BUgl^stions of that tainted soaroe open to itself, Yiii., 
C, md Harl. We must, of course, suppose that they 
wiero written in the margin of the archetype of D. and 
Viii. 

Of the readings in this treatise peculiar to D., six 
ate olmoiiB nustakes or omissions (866, 7 1 961, 11 ; 
362, 5 ; 363, 2 ; 866, 6 j 867, 8), the, following:— 
wMms for w6h,v (860, 16); <n7xctf for o-wixfif (861, 
2) ; Karcofas for KariSfas OP Karayfas (86^ 16) ; ^kowji 
ioT dKoCws (364, 6) ; vapt^Spanu for irapopSmu (86^ 
2); dfiikrtfMsita djScATipe (866^ 21) j rdyaMfotrdy 
a^v (867, 6) ; ovyi^Nrngrat for mynticfiSnfrat (867, 17), 
are correct readings. There remain a certain mimber 
of passages in which it is donhtful if we should accept 
D/a reading, and a considerable number in which I 
think there can be no doubt that it interpolates. These 
are as follows : — 

365, 1. — D. found dXkh. irAovro^ & irX. and substitutes 
rv<f>kos for irAovro?. tv^Xos is derived from 367, 11. 

365, 10, — T). omits ovK, and ^VTites alifd rt 
Trrj(^d\Luv fX(V imtp KaTTVOv KaraOiio tfjya 6' ov (ioCiv 
uTToAotTo icat rill. t. aXXa ^pv<ro\6iav k.t.A. This is a 
bold attempt to make the whole more logical, which 
I am glad to see has not found favour in the eyes of 
the last editor of the Moraliou 
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365, 18. — D/ti t7rauet\ IS a correction of (iraiyia-tis 
or €7ran'€crais. Kai tu^ ^Ku~ai ['^i'] «7ratvf(Tai5 follownnfij 
€t, where there is no suspicion that it is tho uj iodoriia, 
is, I believe, good Greek, but I may be wrong. On D/s 
Kal ovTws for ovTio, 36G, 5, I would not lay much stress. 

366, 12. — The genitives depeud on €/xaKa/>t^e, and D.'s 
Kal for t) is an interpolation. 

3G6, 2G. — About D.'s (o-tlv for oiVav, I have spoken 
above (p. ix) in dealing with the whole passage. 

367» 2. — D.'s aXAo, if it is D.'s, seems to me to be 
certainly interpolated. There ia no obvious reason 
why it should have fallen out here. I am doubtful 
now about my restoiation of the text, but the insertion 
of yap before yiyv<acrK€iv is justifiable palseographically, 
and it produces the antithesis Bwv and dvBfi^unvs. 
The vital objection to it is, that the conception 
yiyvAnmv d &4 wtpl B&iv includes t& trtt^oM iir and 
TO ^nXm^ttiv. It would perhaps be better to insert 
o with other editors between Mv and kAv* 

367, 8.— >D. has ok mCvrw, Y L» YiL, and Yind. bave 
f rim, and the other MSB. fnKc I belieye in my own 
leetoration of this passage, and I leave it to the judg- 
ment of schblanL 

24.— The last word of the treatise is cvt*xtat 
in all the other usB., and Sutuioavmii in D. The point 
to be sought is, ' The rich man has at hu big banqiiets 
all that wealth can give hin^ but not a-ia<f)po<rvvri, and 
not . . . Nay, even when he dines alone he has 
not got these*' c&»x^ 'good cheer/ or 'relish for 
his food,' seems out of place, and this D. felt, and 
substituted SiKatofrvyqs* Some leas violent change 
should bo made. 

The cases in which. Vlil. differs from D. and. all the 
MSS. (358, 20; 359, 13; 360, 13; 363, 6, 7, 11 ; 365, 
17) are not worthy of much remark. There is little 
sign of a tendency to deliberate interpolation. 
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Qeneral EstinuUe of the MSS. 

This little treatise gives one room enough to offer 
a criticism of D., Vlli., but it would he folly to try to 
build on sueh a slender basis a history of the whole 
tradition. 

It is my opinicHi tiiat this treatise, and poesibly 
the whole 'Hdiicct, can for all essential purposes be 
edited from ViL and the Corpus Plamidenm (of which 
A. seems the most reliable HS.), using at the same time 
D. witii due eaution. 

The tradition of Vn. (with which V i. and Vind are 
▼ttty dosely allied) and tiiat of the Corpus are two 
traditions^ widely separated, but each respectable^ and 
almost^ if not entirely» nncontaminated by interpola- 
tion. 

This fact, as well as the great fidelity of VlLi is best 
iUustoated by 363, 15. Here k^Xwiv tSuni /3«ov rov 
survives in YiL as ic^kvtnv Stwnwrrov, Both Vind. 
and Vi. put on accents and make Ut o3v ov riv. Barb. 

and Harl. change this to Stf odp aAmv. In the Corpus 
the passage has suffered in a different way. IStov had 
fallen out, possibly (but this is a mere conjecture) 
owing to its haA^ing been first corrupted to fSlov, and 
then expelled as a dittography. C, with the Corpus 
text before it, interpolates ku)\v<th' tov aaVwy ftiov tov; 
D., Viii. fill in TOV idtov, thus getting nearly back to the 
truth. . . 

The only passage in which it seems that the tradi- 
tion of Vir, and the Corpus must be rejected in favour 
of that of Vind. (here followed by the very eclectic C.) is 
367, 13, where dvivais seems right, and ivdolma an 
interpolated emendation of the corrupt Ooivat^ ; but I 
suspect that h is not so much an interpolation as all 
that remains of an old variant or conjecture i^v, 
ip€v(vaA9 has been conjectured by Reiske.

PREFACE 



The testimony of C, Barb., and Uarl. (whioh » 
probably a copy of the much earlier Moscuensis n.) is 
in this treatise wellnigh superfluous, and they are all 
^ven to interpolation. C. is, as I have said, a very 
ededsic ISB, At one time it interpolates ivith Barbw 
(365, 8), more freqiuntly with HarL (see abore, pp. 
vii-viii). Its scribe seems to have had «<!cesB to SBS. 
unknown to as. See 362, 11, where the lecpcl^t he 
states he found €y roh dmypi^ois, is not^ it seems, 
found in any of the Mss. of which I have odllations. 

Whether Barb, has any independent Tslne is a 
question which I would not venture to attempt to 
answer with only the evidence of this treatise before 
me. It is at least evident that it is a most dangerous 
guide, abounding in blunders and interpolated read- 
ings. In three oases I have followed it. P. 857, 1 8, its 
jra6<ratr^ Ay seems eertainly n|^t P. 362, 11, 1 accept 
its iniXiv, but tihere seems to be other support un- 
known to me for this word. P. 362, 19, in the frag- 
ment of a comic poet, where the other MSS. have /iti', 
Barb, has d/itAtia, which ceruunly seems a genuine 
tradition, as Diogenes has 6{uX€h\ The tradition of 
Barb, stiinds nearer to that of Vind., Vl., Vll. than to 
that of the Corpus Planudeum, and it approximates 
most closely to Vind. On 362, 21 Barb, and Vind. 
are, it seems, the only MSS. which correctly omit the 
dittography av. 

Harl. also represents an interpolated tradition. In 
interpolating, it frequently, but not always, unites 
,with Barb. The complexity of the relations of these 
two HSS. and C. is shown by a comparison of the 
passages mentioned above where HarL, C, or Harl. 
alone, interpolate (and are often followed by Vlll., D., 
or by D. alone) with 355, 8 and 363, 5, where Barb., 
C. interpolate, and with 355, 16 and 363, 15, where 
Barbh, Harl. interpolate. 
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Tho fact ihat Barb.* Had. an tiie only Mas. which 
preBorre the correct Suofftrpofuvw in 360, 11, makes 
it peiilouB to pronounce that their eTidence is -value* 
Ices. In another paseage, the line of Hesiod» 364, 11, 
I have printed their text. The divergencieB of the 
MBBb are here very puzzling. The h is stron^y sup- 
ported. It seems that the original tradition of D.,YiiL, 
and t&e Corpus is SaXov §ud iv &fM (Ik omitted hyYm. 
owing to error) ; the original tradition of Hie TiL, Vl, 
Tind. group is &iAo<Si> koI &fi(o (SaAov being an 
error of Til's for BaXoio). If we accept SaAoSb we must 
of course banish iv with Barb., HarL 

Chi the whole^ it wiU be seen liiat the principle that 
the treatise may be edited from Yii., the Corpus 
Planudeum, and D. must not be poeed too absolutely. 
The Moscuensis II. (of ^vliii h llarl. is, as I say, a laLc 
copy), a,ud, if no less corrupt representative of the 
Barberinus tradition can be found, then the Barberinus 
itself, should be employed, but with extreme caution. 
As far as I can judge from Kontos' doubtless imperfect 
collation of C, that HS. may be entirely dispensed 
with. 

It was my hope, when I came to Mytilene to 
work at the inscriptions, to induce Mr. Bcrnardalds, 
who resides here, to assist and correct me in editing 
this treatise. I am sony to say that he found it 
impossible to entertain my proposal. Had I had the 
advantage of his advice, the use of his collations, and 
a frank discussion with him as to points on which we 
differ, my edition would have been more accoiate^ 
more learned, and more interesting.
